The  following  records  are  quoted  from  the  report 
for  April  of  the  Observer  in  charge  of  the  local  United  states 
yeather  Bureau  at  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  paric  headquarters: 

The  month  as  a  whole  was  warm  with  about  40,1  more 
moisture  than  the  average  April. 

T£MP£2aTURi-*  Lonthly  mean,  4°«2°t  is  3»2°  above  normal,  nnd 
tne  highest  for  the  past  10  years,  The   first  17  days  were 
decidedly  warmer  than  the  seasonal   average,  while  the  remainder 
of  tne  month  was  somewhat  colder  than  normal.     The  highest 
temperature  was  &4°on  the  11th,  and  the  lowest  21°  on  the  28th. 


PR&CIPITATlOHt   Total,   1.%  inches,  is  O.57  inch  above  normal, 
and  the  greatest   since  1917 •        lowers  or  light  snow  occurred  at 
frequent  intervals  through  the  month* 

SHOvVFALL:  Total  5,9  inches?  normal  8.1,     Snow  occurred  on  13  days, 
and  melted  soon  after  falling,   therefore  the  ground  was  praotically 
bare  the  entire  month* 

WIND*  Average  hourly  velocity  8*1  miles;  normal  8*1.     Highest 
velocity  was  4*  miles  per  hour  from  the   southwest  on  the  17th.

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Road  conditions  between  Gardiner  and  Mammoth  are  good,     The 
toed  to  ?ower  Palls,  Buffalo  Ranch  and  Cooke  Cttj   is  now  open  to 
restricted  auto  travel  as  far  as  Soda   Jutte.     There  Is  considerable 
snow  in  "the  gut*  out  the  road  is  otherwise  hard,  dry  and  comparative 
smooth  except  at  a  few  points  where   surface  moisture  has  accumulated. 
These  points  have  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  week. 

The  Yellowstone  park  camps  Company  is  extremely  anxious  to 
transport  a  crew  of  workmen  to  Canyon,   asjfl  in  this  connection  they 
have  recently  attempted  to  open  the  road  between  ijismmoth  and  Norris. 
However,   upon  reaching  a  point  near  the  J  ;jile   iridge  they  decided 
to  abandon  the  attempt  until  the   snow  depths  have  further  diminished; 
their  decision  was  largely  influenced  by  the  recently  reported  snow 
depths  between  Uorris  and  Canyon.     None  of  the  park  roeds  except  as 
herein  noted  are  open  to   travel »

There  Is  40  inches  of  snow  on  the  Norris^Canyon  divide. 
Snow  depths  in  Sylvan  pass  are  from  5  to  6  feet  with  drifts  ranging 
up  to  20  feet  or  more.     Snow  depths  on  the  TCest  Side  have  diminished 
rapidly;   8  incnes  is  the  maxlnnan  depth  on  the  highway  between  v/est 
Yellowstone  and  Madison  Junction  and  much  of  the  road  is  bare.  The 
snow  depths  are  somewhat  greater  in  the  hlgtiways  from  Madison  Juncti 
to  Horris  and  Old  Faithful  but  these  roads  con  be  opened  up  with 
comparative  ease  whenever  occasion  requires. 


Travel 

There  has  oeon  sn  unusual  number  of  visitors  to  Mammoth 
Hot  Springs  during  the  monta.     The  approach  road  to   the  iforth  Entrance 
has  been  in  good  condition  for  several  weeks  and  the  moderate  weather 
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conditions  nave  stimulated  local  travel;   this  is  particularly 
noticeable  on  week-ends,     park  visitors  have  not  oeen  required  to 
register  thus  far  but  the   ranger  at   the  North  Gate  has  kept  as  ccreful 
a  check  on  the  travel  as  his  other  duties  would  permit,  &nd  the  report 
thus  submitted  accounts  for  a  total  of  412  auto  visitors  traveling  in 
132  carsi   the   total  of  the  miscellaneous  travel  is  72*   total    travel 
for  the  month  4$4*

Mamno th-qa rdi n er  Road:       A  log  revetment  was  constructed 
at  a  point  about  midway  between  Mammoth  and  Gardiner  to  prevent  the 
river  from  encroaching  further  into  the  roadway,     it  was  feared  that 
another  high  water  would  carry  away  a  section  of  roadway  unless  pre- 
ventive measures  were  ta&en*     The  revetment  is  five  logs  high  and  120 
feet   long,  and   is  baclcfilled  with  rock,     T7e  disliked  very  much  the 
necessity  for  this  type  of  work  but  due  to  the  meager  fund  available 
there  was  no  other  alternative • 

A  four-horse  grader  outfit  worked  three  days  on  this  section 
to  put  it  in  a  more  passable  condition  for  spring  use. 


Electrical  and  Telephone  Systems 

The  electrician  put  in  conduit  and  wiring  for  6  lights  in 
plumbing  shop;   installed  electric   stove  and  hot  water  heater  in  Edwin's 
quarters;  put  in  wiring  for  lights  in  bakery  shop  quarters  and  put  in 
baseboard  plugs  in  same  .quarters.     Also  put  in  wiring  for  5  additional 
lights  in  new  postoffice.

This  project  will  De  done  oy   force  account.  On  April  13th  work  was 
begun  on  the  first  unit  of  this  project  by  widening  with  the  steam  shovel 
four  narrow  places  in  the  roadway  between  Mammoth  and  the  Gardiner  River 
bridge.  Most  of  the  excavated  material  was  hauled  with  dump  wagons  and 
used  to  widen  embankments* 

On  April  20th  a  camp  was  established  at  Lava  Creek  and  work  begun 
on  the  Undine  Grade  widening,  designated  as  Unit  #1  of  Project  #9»  Fnl low- 
ing is  an  estimate  of  quantities  for  Unit  H:

The  amount  of  yardage  moved  is  small  for  the  two  weeks  the 
steam  shovel  operated,  but  during  that   time    several  moves  were  made. 
camp  was  established  and  for   several  days   snow  and  generally  adverse 
weather  conditions  prevailed. 

At  the  end  of  the  inonth  both  men  and  equipment  were   function- 
ing well,   so  with  favorable  weather  we   expect  to  have  the  Undine  Grade 
Widening  well  alon&  toward  completion  oy  June  1st. 


Gasoline  Storage  Tank

A  steel  gasoline   storage   t**nk,  8  feet  in  diameter  and  32  feet 
long,  having  a  capacity  of  12,000  gnllons,  was  erected  at  Gardiner  on  a 
sito  leased  from  the  Northern     acifio  Railway.     The  tan*  rests  on  six 
concrete  piers  each  12  inches  7/ide,  four  feet  high  and  23  feet  long.     The 
piers  were  made  sufficiently  long  to  provide  for  another  tank:  of  equal 
size.     This  particular  site  was  selected  as  it  permitted  the   tanks  to 
be  so  located  as  to  provide  a  grevity  flow  from  the  railway  c^r  into 
the  storage   tanks  and  from  the   storage   tanks  into  the  gas  trucks, 
concrete   slab  10  feet  wide  and  14  feet  long  was  placed  to  provide  a 
solid  place  for  the  gas  trucks  to  stand  while   filling.     A  roadway 
was  excavated   from  the  street   to   the  concrete  filling  stand. 
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7.  raCWSCTION  KPARUMBffiTT. 

The  regular  patrols  were  made  from  all  stations  and  good 
conditions  are  reported  at  all  points. 

Special   telephone  patrols  were  made  between  Riverside  and 
iiorris  and  between  Late  and  Sylvan  Pass^  road  conditions  and  snow 
depths  were  particularly  noted  and  fully  reported.     A  full  report  was 
also  had  late  in  the  month  on  road  conditions  and  snow  depths  between 
Mammoth  and  La&e. 

A   thorough  special  patrol  of  the  entire  lorth  District  was 
had  in  connection  with  the  elk  count  of  the  l8th  to  2^,th  hereinafter 
reported. 

A  new  log  cabin,   l^*  2  30f»   is  being1  erected  by   tfie  Chief 
Ranger  and  his  assistants  at  the  juncture  of   ilacktall  T)eer  Creek  and 
the  Yellowstone  fiver.     This  building  is  primarily  intended  as  a  head- 
quarters station  for  our  predatory  animal  hunter  in  winter.     It  will 
enable  him  to  conveniently  cover  the  Crevice  Basin,  Cottonwood  and 
Hellroaring  Districts  and  enlarge  his  opportunities  immensely  as  this 
is  one  of  the  most  frequented  predatory  animal  areas  of  the  park.     The 
work  on  the  cabin  was  begun  on  the  29th.     It  will  be  completed  early  in 
May.     This  work  will  be  done  entirely  by  rangers. 

Other  activities  at  headquarters  nave  consisted  of  repairs  to 
halters,  bridles,  saddles,  pack  equipment,  etc.  General  cleanup  work  is 
under  way  at  all  stations. 

The  routine  wor*  of  the   ranger  office  is  well  in  hand.     All 
paper  work  preliminary  to  the  season's   activities  is  being  carefully  done. 
The  ranger  personnel  for  the   summer  season  has  been  selected  and  all 
applicants  for  ranger       ^ointments  have  been  notified  as   to  the  action 
taken  on  their  applications.        aestionnaires  and  form  letters  were  mailed 
to  approximately  4^0  applicants.     95  fonaf*l  applications  were  on  file  at 
tne  time   selections  v/ere  made.     The  ranger  lineup  as  now  constituted  will 
include  29  members  of  the  regular  force,  35  men  wno  were  on  the  force  last 
year  and  19  new  appointees,   total  83* 


7ild  Animals 
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Forage  Conditions!   Forage  conditions  have  improved  rapidly 
throughout  the  month.  The  snow  has  disappeared  from  all  the  lower  levels 
uncovering  abundant  forage  which  is  literally  carpeted  with  a  recent  growth 
of  new  grasses;  this  growth  follows  the  snow  line  closely  and  the  areas  of 
green  forage  are  rapidly  increasing.  The  forage  question  will  cause  no 
further  concern  this  season. 

;:lk;  Elk  conditions  are  good;  some  losses  have  occurred  during 
the  month  out  they  were  sli#it  when  compared  with  those  of  the  month  pre- 
ceding. They  are  gradually  regaining  their  nomal  strength  and  vigor  and 
no  further  losses  of  consequence  are  anticipated. 
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The  losses  during  the  mouth  are  indicated  as  follows;

The  total  of  tho  reported  winter  kills  in  the  Gallatin  herd, 
which  is  included  in  the  above  figures,  is  58*  One  hundred  and  eighteen 
of  the  winter  kills  above  noted  have  not  been  previously  reported;  they 
were  observed  at  remote  points  during  the  course  of  the  recent  elk  count 
and  were  reported  without  reference  to  the  date  of  the  loss.

Buffalo?-  L^raar  River  Herdt      In  view  of  the  fact  that   the 
recent  report  of  the  Chief  Buffalo  Keeper  is  at  variance  with  preceding 
monthly  reports  a  full  statement  of  the  discrepancies  with  causes  for 
same   is  essential  and  it  is  given  in  detail  as  follows:

tiarly  in  January  1924  at  the  conclusion  of  a  visit  and 
inspection  of  the  herd  by  a  representative  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry   the  Chief  Buffalo  Keeper  submitted  what  purported  to  be  a 
full  count  of  the  herd;   this  total  was  &33  •     Simultaneous  with  this 
report  Rangers  Finch  and  ogston  *ho  were  stationed  at  the  Upper  Soda 
Butte  Station  reported  a  band  of  27  buffalo  on  Hiller  Ore eic  which  they 
considered  had  strayed  from  the  llain  Herd  at  the  Buffalo  Ranch. 

-Ehe  Chief  Buffalo  Keeper  was  promptly  notified  and  efforts 
were  immediately  made   to  round  them  up  and  brine  them  down  to  the  ranch 
but  without  success.     The  circumstances  connected  with  these  two  reports, 
together  with  the  reported  efforts  of  the  Chief  Buffalo  Keeper  to  round 
up   this  so-called  stray  oand,  prompted  the  cleric  in  the   office   to  the 
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conclusion  that  they  had  in  fact  strayed  away  from  the  Main  Herd  £ 
the  Ranch  and  had  not  been  included  in  the  total  count  of  633  and 
were  therefore  added  to  the  total  of  the  La»ar  River  Herd,  bringing 
the  full  count  of  record  to  60O.       The  1924  calf  crop  was  120  which 
increased  the  record  total  of  the  herd  to  780, 

All  succeeding  monthly  reports  have  been  based  on  this  figure. 
This  fact  was  considered  in  connection  with    the  report  of  the  Chief  Buffalo 
Keeper  dated  April  9th,   1925,  and  since  it  appears  th*t  an  error  was  com-

Those   that  were  killed  by  authority  of  the  Director  consisted  of 
9  bulls,  -  outlaws  and  cripples  -  7  steers,  -  killed  for  the  market  ~,  and 
1  calf  with  a  broken  leg,  total  17.     m  addition   to   the  above  total  15 
calves  have  arrived  during  the  month. 

Buffalo  feeding  was  concluded  on  April  4th  and  the  main  herd 
is  now  ranging  on  the  slopes  of  Mt.  Norris. 

Buffalo  -  Qoid  Creek-Pelican  Plats  Herd:     The  Cold  Creek  dis- 
trict, including  Cache  and  JJiller  Creeks  was  covered  at   regular  monthly 
intervals  throughout  the  winter  season  by  rangers  from  the  north  side. 
The  bands  in  this  district  were  small  and  widely  scattered  and  the  counts 
varied  considerably.     The  maximum  count  for  the  season  was  33.     The  Pelican 
Creek  district  was  covered  at  monthly  intervals  by  rangers  from  Lake 
Station.     The  bands  in  this  district  are  fewer  and  larger  and  the  country 
is  more  open  and  accessible  resulting  in  less  variance  in  the  counts.     It 
appears  that   the  herd  is  about  equally  divided  as  the  maximum  counts  from 
both  districts  is  identioal    (33).     These  counts  make  a  total  of  £6,  which 
is  the    largest  actual  count   submitted  in  recent  years. 

The  estimated  total   of  this  herd. as  submitted  last  fall  was  85. 
A  loss  of  1  was  reported  in  March  which  consisted  of  a  cow  that  winter 
killed  on  the  Upper  Lamar. 

Bears   -  black:     Bear  have  been  observed  and  reported  throughout 
the  month  at  all  points  commonly  frequented  by  them.     There  is  nothing  un- 
usual to  report  in  connection  ;vith  their  appearance   except  that  one  in  the 
Bechler  River  District  has  developed  predatory  tendencies  and  is  reported 
to  have  killed  o  elk  In  about  as  many  days.     This  bear  when  last  reported 

had  not  been  located.     It  may  be  necessary  to  destroy  him  to  prevent  fur- 
ther elk  losses. 

She  estimated  total  of  black  and  brown  bear  in   the  entire  park 
area  as  sutaitted  last  fall  was  200. 

The  reported  losses  occasioned  by  hunters  at  points  adjacent  to 
the  park  since  last  September  is  5# 
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Bears  -  Grizzlyi       The  estimated   total  within  the  park  area 
last  fall  was  placed  at  bo.     A  reported  loss  of  3  was  occasioned  by- 
hunters  at  points  adjacent  to  the  parte  during  the   season.     A  few 
grizzly  signs  have  been  recently  observed  but  the  bears  themselves 
have  thus   far  escaped  observation. 

Small     nimale:   Numerous  signs  of  otter,  marten  and  minis: 
were  ooeerved  and  reported  throughout  the  winter.     Marten  were 
particularly  plentiful  at  Lake  and  Canyon.     Otter  were  frequently 
observed  on  the  Mftdiaon,  Gibbon  and  Gardiner  Rivers,  on  Lava,  Blaoktail 
and  Pebble  Creeks,  and  in  the  Yellowstone  Lake  region,      veasel  were  quite 
common  in  the  Lake  District.       Intensive  new  beaver  workings  have  occurred 
in  the  flee  hie  r  and  Gallatin  Districts,  also   at  points  nenr  Kamraoth,  rower 
Falls  and  Buffalo  Ranch.     New  work  hr^n  been  observed  near  their  old  huts 
on  Lava  creek  and  at  Beaver  Lake.     The  beaver  population  is  undoubtedly 
increasing  at  all  points. 

The  red  fox  appears  to  have  been  more  plentiful   than  usual 
during  the  past  winter  season. 

Lynx  si^s  were  commonly  reported,  particularly  on  the  Upper 
Lamar,  in  the  G&llatin  and  South  riverside   Districts  and  in  the  Upper 
Yellowstone  country. 

Predatory  .inlraalsi     Wolves  are  reported  to  have  been  seen 
early  in  the  fall.     Three  were  reported  at  Henrt  Lake  and  an  unconfirmed 
report  by  two  meters  of  a  road  crew  was  to  the  effect  that  a  pack  of  12 
had  ^een  observed  at  Elk  park.     No  further  reports  were  had  of  wolves  or 
wolf  signs  throughout  the  fall  and  winter  seasons. 

Lion  signs  were  reported  at  intervale  during  the  season  in  the 
Hellroaring  and  Grayling  Districts  and  at  points  along  the  i:adison  River 
about  7  miles  below  Madison  Junction.     /   very  large  male  lion  was  killed 
in  the  Hellroaring  District  late  in  November.     Coyotes  were  numerous  early 
In  the  season  and  an  unusually  large  number  were  killed  prior  to  the  cold 
wave  of  mid- December.     The  tcills  for  January,  February  and  March  were  far 
below  the   figures  of  last  year  despite  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  men 
in  tne  field,     They  were  unapproachaole ,  rarely   seen  and  could  not  be 
lured  by  bait.     They  reappeared  in  late  March  add  early  April  in  in- 
creasing numbers  out  the  rangers  during  this  period  were  chiefly  en- 
gaged with  other  duties  and  the  kills  were  not  numerous.     Only  3  kills 
were  reported  in  April.  They  occurred  in  the  jga«noth-Gar  diner  district. 
The   season* e  total  to  March  31,  was  1&9;   the  total  this  season  to  date 
is  172  as  compared  with  221  on  April  30th  last  year. 


ter  Fowls   Ducks  and  geese  were  plentiful  on  the  Yellowstone 
Lake   and  River  prior  to  the  cold. wave  of  mid- December.     52  swan  were  ob- 
served at  the  outlet  of  Yellowstone  Lake  about  December  1st.     The  re- 
appearance of  ducks  and  geese  was  reported  on  the  Siadison  and  Yellowstone 
Rivers  immediately  following  the  breaking  up  of  the  ice   in  these  streams 
in  February.     The  reappearance  of  swan  was  reported  In  March.

Summer  Birds;     The  appearance  of  sunnier  bfcrds  was  first  noted 
late  in  February.     They  were  commonly  seen  at  Mammoth  throu^iout  March, 
particularly  blue  birds  and  robins.

Slouch  Creek  Ranches t  There  were  no  activities  of  note  at 
either  of  the  Slough  Creek  Ranches  daring  the  month.  There  is  a  balance 
of  2  tons  of  hay  at  the  Upper  Ranch  and  4  tons  at  the  Lower. 

Buffalo  p.ancht  Buffalo  feeding  was  concluded  on  the  $%&• 
Nineteen  tons  of  hay  were  fed  during  the  month,  leaving  I  balance  of  30 
tons  on  hand*  The  activities  at  this  point  have  mostly  oonsisted  of  re- 
pairs, maintenance  and  cleanup  work  together  with  the  regular  routine 
of  the  ranch. 

Yancey  Hay  Ranch  1  There  were  no  activities  at  this  point  during 
the  month.  There  is  an  unused  balance  of  2-1/2  tons  of  hay  which  will  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  plowing  and  seeding  operations  thot  v/ill  occur 
here  early  in  May. 

Gardiner  Hay  Ranch:  Plowing,  cultivating  and  seeding  was  in 
progress  here  from  the  10th  to  the  28th,  *bout  45  acres  being  turned  and 
seeded  to  oats.  This  land  had  not  beon  plowed  for  7  or  8  years*  It  was 
heavily  sodded  and  required  an  extraordinary  amount  of  horse  power  and 
labor  to  prepare  it  for  seeding. 

The  National  park  Service  and  ranger  horses  were  fed  at  this 
point  during  the  first  15  days  of  the  month,  a  total  of  c)   tons  of  old  hay 
being  accounted  for.  leaving  a  balance  of  8  tons  of  old  hay.  Twenty-two 
head  of  work  horses  were  fed  at  this  point  from  the  loth  to  the  2yth, 
accounting  for  6  tons  of  now  hay  and  leaving  a  balance  of  29  tons  of 
new  hay  on  hand. 


VI.  MUSEUM,  HATURL  GUIDE  WORK,  EDUCATIONAL  7CRJC. 

Various  shrubs  were  located  and  identified  and  tagged  for 
transplanting  on  the  grounds  at  Mammoth,  in  accordance  with  duly  approved 
plans,  and  assistance  was  later  given  in  their  actual  removal  for  trans- 


Plans  were  completed,  ground  inspected  and  staked,  for.  thd 
building  of  a  flying  cage  at  Matsnoth  in  connection  with  the  prospective 
Zoo  for  tourist  benefit. 

Larger  and  more  adequate  temporary  quarters  were  made  for  the 
accommodation  of  animals,  particularly  birds,  which  are  to  be  caught  for 
the  ^oo. 

Considerable  time  was  given  to  trapping  various  birds  for  the 
Zoo  and  in  the  meantime  a  search  was  made  for  dens  of  desirable  quadrupeds 
for  the  same  purpose.

Your  attention  is  specifically  called  to  paragraph  £4  of  the 
Manual  for  Park  Rangers  which  reads  as  follows;- 

"Absence  from  station  en  personal  affairs* 

When  a  ranger  wishes  permission  to  visit  other 
parts  of  the  park  he  must  receive  permission  the 
ranger  in  charge  of  the  station  who  will  in  turn  tele- 
phone to  the  Chief  Ranger's  Office  for  its  approval* 
If  advisable  the  Chief  Ranger's  Office  will  grant 
approval o  The  matter  will  only  be  taken  to  the  Super- 
intendent after  consideration  by  the  Chief  Ranger's 
Office.'1 


Also  Section  39  of  the  Manual  for  Park  Rrngers,  paragraph 
B  directs  that  "men  will  retire  at  night  nut  later  than  11  P62i« 
except  in  the  case  of  night  gn  ard.  'I'ha  ranger  in  charge  can  give 
permission  for  m3n  to  retire  later  tha:o,  the  above  hour  if  there 
is  reason  for  such  action",  and  paragraph  I>  provides  that 
"Dancing  at  Hotels  and  PexiDfflaent  Camps  will  be  permitted  two 
nights  a  week?  but  no  more  than  two  rangers  will  be  permitted  to 
dance  on  the  same  night  except  when  the  so  called  "formation 
dances"  are  held,
